The substantial improvement in the. 
most important corn States would un-. 
doubtedly have resulted in a marked 
improvement in the average for the 
entire country, but for the fact that 
fourteen Southern States, containing 
36.8 per cent. of the total corn acreage. 
show an average decline, during July, 
of 10.7 points. 

The statistician estimates the win- 
ter wheat crop at about three hundred 
and eighty million bushels, or an aver-’ 
age of 13.8 bushels per acre. While 
this estimate is subject to revision, 
threshing not being! sufficiently ad- 
vanced in the more’ northerly section 
of the winter-wheat belt to justify the 
making of a definite and final estimate 
at this time, it is basgd on reports 
of yield per acre, in bushels, received 
from correspondents and special 
agents. If the estimate is higher than 
was indicated by previous reports of 
condition, it is due to the fact that 
the crop is turning out somewhat bet- 
ter than was expected. The estimated 
average yield per acre in the prin- 
cipal States is as follows, the States 
being arranged in order of acreage:

FRANCE’S SERIOUS PERIL. 


Special Ambassador Curry Says Old 
Quarrel Over Separation of Church and 
State Endanger Republicanism. 


WIRE TO THE TIMES. 

PARIS, Aug. 11.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Dr. J. L. M. Curry, Ambassa- 
dor Extraordinary of the United States 
on a special mission to Spain, left 
Paris today for America: In an inter- 
view he said: 

“It is a singular and 
coincidence that the same question, 
that of schools, should simultaneously 
disturb such different countries as 
Spain, France and England. The 
struggle is another form of the old 
quarrel between the church and the 
state. I don't like to see a man or 
woman condemned for taking care of 
the sick gratuitously. France cannot 
afford to suffer a dimination of her 
forces. A religious exile is as much 
to be pitied as a political exile. The 
sole and efficacious remedy for all 
this—the solitary salve for church and 
state—is the American plan. Nowhere 
else in the world today do education 
and religion flourish so well. Nowhere 
else do church and state keep so sedu- 
lously to their respective spheres, 

“The present situation in France is 
particularily distressing. Half the 
measures of Minister Combes seem 
only to irritate the people. He has 
ordered 2500 schools to be closed and 
has diminished the riches of the coun- 
try by occasioning the exile of 20,- 
000 hard-working people. Yet, when 
his work will have been finished, even 
the thin edge of the wedge of separa- 
tion of church and state will not have 
been introduced and the problem will 
have been left where it was. 

“France has too many titles and 
weakens itself by tinkering with rell- 
gious questions, instead of disposing 
of these latter once and for all by 


‘abolishing concordats and let the 


church and state remain separate 
Frenchmen may laugh at the present 
pretenders; Napoleon III was laugh- 
able when he landed at Boulogne with 
his tame eagle. Later he arrived. It 
jis bad policy for a republic to keep 
irritating the people. Someone may 
arrive.”

ment station. 
ture of the hardy catalpa promises 
great things. It has been successfully 
grown for posts in seven to ten years, 
and for ties and lumber in fifteen to 
twenty years. The trees are eas 
grown and need but little attention 
after the first few years. Rallroad en- 
gineers testify to their vaice for ties, 
and farmers claim that as post timber 
they are superior to white oak. The 
species speciosa is the only one to be 
considered. It grows all over the cen- 
tral valleys. Oran Judd Farmer 
calls attention to this matter because 
we know of hundreds of farms where 
a few acres of poor land or a corner 
cut off by a ditch makes it easily pos- 
sible to plant some trees without much 
expense. In a few years these would 
be a source of income not to be de- 
spised. Get the trees in bulk of some 
nurseryman, or plant the seed 
start your own trees in a nursery bed.

[New York Sun:] “It is odd,“ said a 
man from Colorado, “what different 
ideas men have as to how they'd act in 
case they ever got involved in a train 
or stage stick-up, or hold-up. as you 
call it back this way. Myself, I've been 
caught at the point of one or more 
guns on three different occasions, and 
on each occasion: I've pointed my two 
mitts heavenward without any fuss or 
feathers whatsoever, and delivered the 
goods with nary a whimper. Rut I 
never figured on doing anything else. 
Before I ever got held up at all I al- 
ways said to myself that when the 
time arrived for some fellow to poke a 
gun in my face and request me to ele- 
vate my arms I'd do what he asked me 
to do without any questions at all, and 
let him have all he could find on me, 
without any side-stepping or murmur- 
ing. I considered that that was the 
only sensible thing to do, and 1 con- 
sider so yet. So, while it cost me a 
heap more than I could reaily afford to 
fork over my little valuables on the 
three occasions the boys of the road 
nailed me, I always patted myself on 
the back and told myself that while I 
may not have been very heroic or dare- 
devilish, I did the wise thing in get- 
ting away with an unpunctured side.

the Call’s arraignment which demand 
specific, direct, and categorical denial. 
Mr. Gage attempts to dispose of the 
whole matter with a wave of the 
hand, a general denial, and the state- 


wronged. As the matter stands, his 
somewhat vague denial has rather 
the appearance of having been forced 
from him, than that of a spontarieous 
outburst of indignation from a man 
suffering under unjust accusations. 
Mr. Gage’s late denial may possibly 
de better than no denial at all, on 
the plea of “better late than never;” 
but it is doubtful. 

In the outset of his denial Mr. 
Gage declares, with a plausible sem- 
blance of explicitness and an appar- 
ent absence of equivocation, that he 
himself never received, nor caused to 
be manufactured, prison-made arti- 
cles for his personal use; but toward 
the close of his statement he declares 
that many of the shipping receipts of 
which the Call has published fac- 
similes “were for goods purchased by 
or on behalf of members of my fam- 
ily, and all of the other shipping re- 
ceipts are susceptible of satisfactory 
explanation,” etc. 

This has the aprearance of an eva- 
sion worthy of a lawyer of Mr. Gage's 
caliber. Whether the numerous ship- 
mefits of goods from San Quen- 
tin to Downey were for Gov. 
Gage or for members of his fam- 
ily is a matter of no vital con- 
sequence. If these shipments were 
reguiar and legal, nobody has cause 
for complaint. If they were irregular 
and illegal, Mr. Gage will be held re- 
sponsible for irregular and illegal 
shipments of goods to members of 
his family as much as he would be if 
such shipments had been made to 
him personally. If a wrong has been 
committed, Mr. Gage cannot be per- 
mitted to hide, were he so inclined, 
behind members of his family. 

If, as Mr. Gage’s statement would 
seem to foreshadow, the claim is to be 
set up that goods in considerable 
quantities have been purchased in 
San Quentin and shipped to Downey, 
Los Angeles county, by or in behalf 
of members of his family, the ques- 
tion will become pertinent as to 
whether such goods were or were not 
of prison manufacture. The law on 
this subject is specific, and distinctly 
prohibits the manufacture at San 
Quentin, for sale, of any articles ex- 
cept jute fabrics. Section 18, page 408, 
Statutes and Amendments to the 
Codes of Calffornia, 1889, reads as fol- 
lows: 4 
“Section 18. All convicts may be 
employed by authority of the board of 
directors, under charge of the war- 
dens respectively, and such skilled 


in the performance of work for the 
State, or in the manufacture of any 
article or articles for the State, the 
manufacture of which is sanctioned by 
law. At San Quentin no articles shall 
be manufactured for sale except jute 
fabrics. At Folsom, after the comple- 
tion of the dam and canal, the board 
may commence the erection of struc- 
tures for jute manufacturing purposes. 
The board of directors are hereby. 
authorized to purchase from time to 
time such tools, machinery and mate- 
rials, and’ to direct the employment 
of such skilled foremen as may be 
necessary to carry out the provisions 
of this section, and to dispose of the 
articles manufactured, and not needéd 
by the State, for cash, at private sale, 
in such manner as provided by law.” 

There was formerly a plant at San 
Quentin for the manufacture of furni- 
ture. The above law was enacted to 
stop the competition of this prison- 
made furniture with free labor, and 
the plant was closed up in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the law. 
It should be idle now, but it appears 
to have been reopened, in a measure, 
under the Gage-Burns administration, 
and to have been actively employed 
in turning out articles not “for the 
State. 

Even the manufacture of the dis- 
puted articles at San Quentin prison 
is a violation of law, and their sale 
unauthorized. This is obvious and 
indisputable. 

Whatever may be the outcome of 
the pending campaign, the accusa- 
tions brought by the San Francisco 
Call against Gov. Gage, Warden 
Aguirre and others are of so serious 
a character that they must be either 
proven or disproven in a court of 
competent jurisdiction, in order that 
justice may prevail, the gulity be 
punished and the innocent vindicated. 
The Call's charges are specific, 
gorical, and inevasible. They are 
backed up by documentary prodfs 
which are apparently mot susceptible of 
refutation. They must be met as spe- 
cifically and as categorically as they 
have been made, if those who stand 
accused of wrongdoing are to be vin- 
dicated. 

In the meantime the voters of the 
State cannot fairly be called upon to 
take any chances in the selection of a 
candidate. 


RANCHING OUT. | 

An important piece of news was 
published in The Times recently, out- 
lining what promises to be the beg!n- 
ning of a new and important incus- 
try for Los Angeles. It was the suc- 
cessful use of petroleum in a blast- 
furnace for smelting iron. Not only 
this, but what is more important, the 
iron ore came from the northern 
part of Los Angeles county. 

Tt is said that of all the iron 
heretofore mined in this State, the 
grade known as specular iron 
has never been produced. There 
is said to be, at the place referred 
to, a vast deposit of specular tron 


ore, Which is reported to run from 


52 to 54 per cent. iron. As almost 
all the pig iron used by local menu- 
facturers is shipped from the East, 
and sells here at from 910 to $12 
more a ton than in the Bast, the dis- 
covery of such a large deposit of 
commercial iron within sixty miles of 
Los Angeles is highly important. The 
present consumption of iron, in the 
Los Angeles market alone, is nearly 
600 tons a month, for which $24 to 
$30 a ton is paid. 

It is only a few years ago—scarcely 
more than a dozen—since it was gen- 
erally believed, even by Los Angeles 
people, that this could not be 
come @ manufacturing city, owing to 
the comparative absence of raw pro- 
ducts and the exceedingly high price 
of fuel. The development of thé pe- 
troleum industry, furnishing a first- 
class fuel at a price equivalent to less 
than $2 a ton for coal, at present 
quotations for oil, bas changed all 
that, while the remarkable increase 
of population has furnished a home 
market for many things which it 
would have been, at that time, im- 
practicable to manufacture here. 
Then, when manufacturing industries 
began to develop in Los Angeles, it 
was admitted that we might be able 
to make light articles of various 
kinds, but it was said that we should 
never be able to undertake the manu- 
facturing of such standard products 
as iron, cotton goods, and so forth. 

It looks now as if all these things 
would come, also, before very long. 
Some people, of an esthetic turn of 
mind, will be inclined to regret the 
growth of manufacturing in Los An- 
geles, which usually brings with it 
smoke and strikes. We can, however, 
secure immunity from both, by re- 
quiring the adoption of smoke con- 
s@mers, and by continuing to sit se- 
verely down upon strikers, boycotters 
and other disturbers of the commer- 
cial peace. .

As a production from the scenic or 
costuming standpoints “Prince Karl” 
has been bettered, but in acting the 
company has not surpassed what is 
done this week. The Neill Company 
is best suited for this sort of work. 
It is not the exacting labor that rouses 
the gallery to enthusiasm, nor the sort 
that makes a very heavy draught on 
the intellect. It is of the nature of 


3 or tokay or a genteel magazine 
t fun; it is clever, polished and di- 
verting. The Suaday-night audience 
took to it kindly, which s that 
those who come later in the week win 
very likely be even more appreciative. 

“Prince Karl” ts a ter jove story, 
like the green and yellow things hung 
on the wall. You are not even ex- 
pected to believe it, tho it has a 
fine vein of sincerity. It looks like a 
mocking romance in cold type, but t 
turns out to be the real thing fooling 
you. The Prince is a German noble 
of the kind known through the comic 
papers as fortune hunters. This for- 
tune hunter, however, proves to be an 
admirable and even a lovable fellow. 
His first quest, when the first curtain 
goes up, is a widow lady of untold age, 
whom he supposes rich, but the ve 
hopelessness of ever finding joy wit 
her drives him to the feint of suicide. 
In that condition, an insane pauper, 
the makes them all think he has com- 
mitted suicide. When he appears again 
on the scene it is as his own foster- 
brother. As such he is hired for a 
courier by the daughter of the at- 
anced dowager: The Prince And the 
daughter had met before in one of 
those first-love experiences that look 
do well on the stage and read so well 
in novels. Naturally, the 
brother, so much resembling the 
Prince, and the daughter, lose little 
time in getting together. 

The fun comes in the wootng of the 
courier by the mistress. It is adroitly 
and fantastically done. At the close 
the Prince has a chance to assume his 
real characier and renounce e for- 
tune which the daughter n 
parading for his benefit. The money. 
however, remains in the family. There 
is no attempt at drawi real charac- 
ters. There is satire a novel love 
story quizzicailly told. 

Mr. Neill has a hearty and unmis- 
takable German dialect. It adds 
Greatly to the effectiveness of his 
Prince. He makes à pleasing picture 
in green velvet clothes, and if he could 
give spontaneity to his humor, his 
work would be more convincing. Ger- 
man humor is wooden, anyway, and 
so he gets it over the footlights to 
more applause than is usual for him. 
Miss Chapman, as the daughter, has a 
striking naivete. The rest of the com- 
pany seem to be more at home in the 
unnatural atmosphere. Donald Bowles 
strikes an amusing, lackadaisical gate 
as a vapid dude. Invariably he scores 
with the audience. The beauty of Miss 
Stone and her comely gowning is rec- 
ognized, though she is not calle4 on for 
very exacting acting. It is Miss An- 
drews who runs off with the lion’s 
share of the attention, for she has a 
chance to convulse the house in her 
favorite mother-in-law role. Audiences 
seem to pick out the best acting as in- 
as any critic could, for they 
greet Miss Andrews, Clifford Dempsey 
and Frank MacVicars with a friendly 
hand whenever they make their first 
appearances.

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 11, 1902.—Re- 
ferring to the continued libelous at- 
tacks upon me by the San Francisco 
Call | wish to publicly declare that I 
have never received nor caused to be 
made for me any convict-made furni- 
ture nor convict-made articies of any 
kind, nor have I ever received any gift 
manufactured in any public institution 
in this State. ; 

Among the many crafty artifices 
adopted by the Call to give color to its 
unfounded charges in order to de- 
feat my nomination are reproductions 
of shipping receipts by officers of the 
prison and others. I notice among the 
reproduced shipping receipts one in- 
cluding the shipping of my little in- 
valid son's chair, which chair was 
bought for him by me long before my 
election to office.

METHODS OF DAN KEVANE. 
In addition to his ability as an un- 
acting-Governor of Califor- 

Dan Kevane, Gage's chief hench- 

— ll seems to have other points of 
speed, as illustrated by a story of 
Gage’s inauguration. A well-known 
Los Angeles attorney recalled yester- 
day the first round Dan Kevane made 
of the State institutions looking for 
whom he might devour in guberna- 
torial interest. When he reached Napa 
he found Dr. A. M. Gardner as medi- 
cal director of the State Insane Aay- 
lum. 

Although a Republican of vnde 
standing, a man of high position in 
his profession, and one whom Gov. 
Budd retained through h!s administra- 
tion, Dan Kevane did not think Dr. 
Gardner had been s lently active in 
the Gage campaign. In his capacity 
of detective Kevane found in Napa a 
man who was one of a band dismissed 
from the State institution for sys- 
tematic thievery of clothing and other 
articles sent the inmates by relations. 
This man had been of the election 
beard at Napa, and claimed to have 
“smudged” with his thumb the ballot 
deposited by Dr. Gardner. He claimed 
afterward to have looked at it and 
found that Dr. Gardner had voted for 
Maguire, instead of for Gage. 

According to the attorney quoted, 
Kevane hied himself to Sacramento 
with the intelligence gleaned from a 
discredited thief, and the notorious ex- 
parte Buchanan case, which was 
brought to discredit Dr. Gardner, fol- 
lowed.

Pretty Idea for People Who Want to 
Keep a Diary of Their Travels and 
Don’t Want to Write Much—Use for 
Receipted Bills, Pictures and Such 


ew York Sun:] A young man in 
this city is the proud possessor of a 
60-cent book for which, he says, he 
would not take even if anybody 
should beg him so to do. The volume 
is of the scrap-book variety, and con- 
tails a novel record of a summer vaca- 
tion spent in England. 

It consists of an autograph journal, 
extra-illustrated with cuts, engravings 
and photographs pasted in great pro- 
fusion from cover to cover. The rec- 
ord begins with the sailing of the 
steamer, a picture of which, together 
with the sailing list occupies the first 


page. 

Then follows the journal of the voy- 
age, the second batch of pasters in- 
cluding a menu card for an entire day 
on board, a receipt for the purchase of 


a draft for £20, and one or two pie- 


tures of life on the steamer. 

More details of the 22 occupy 
the following pages with 4 pic- 
ture of a game of 2 on 
deck, there a group clinging to the rail 
and finally the scene on deck when 
England was first sighted. 

The steamer landed at Liverpool and 
this page has along with the written 
description some interesting pictures 
of the docks. Many of the piciures in 
the book, according to the owner, were 
cut from local guide books, magazines 
and illustrated papers. 

Ar they describe the appearance of 
a place much better than a written ac- 
count would, the — ot the volume 
has wisely confined his journal to a 
record of what he did, what happened 
to him personally and what his own 
impressions were. 

After Liverpool comes Chester, with 
poem, The er of Dee,” cli 
from a newspaper, a daisy pick 
Eaton Hall fastened to a corner a; 4 
picture of the hall, and, finally, the 
hotel bill with its familiar “Settled 
with Thanks” across its face. 

All through the book one finds these 
hotel bills pasted in along with the 
account of a place. There are other 
extra Ulustrations which, while not 
exactly pictorial, are perhaps even 
more interesting in W power of as- 
sociation. j 

Here is the printed ‘coupon given to 
the traveler at a Birmingham hotel, 
and designating No. 77 as his room. 
Here is a printed sketch of Burne- 
Jones, who was born in 
and beside it are some really good, if 
small, reproductions of his most fa- 
mous pictures. 

Soon after comes Kenilworth with a 
leaf of the ivy, and Warwick Castle, 
with a spray from one of the famous 
eedars of Lebanon, a picture and 
printed account of the Warwick vase, 
a picture of the Countess and many 
pictures and clip - 
pings. 

Stratford-on-Avon has pictures a 


Shakespeare’s grave 6d. each,” and the 
ticket for his birthplace, showing the 
ground plan of the house, are just as 
full of interest. There is a map of 
Stratford, one of about a score of mu- 
nicipal maps scattered through the 
book. 


About this time the tourist gets 
around to the subject of railway travel, 
his remarks being illustrated with 
tures of American and of English 
trains, showing both the exterior and 
the interior. The peculiar custom of 
collecting tickets when one is leaving 
the station at one’s destination is men- 
tioned and the frequency with which 
one's ticket is not taken up at all. 

By way of monstrating this, a 
ticket from Stratford to Oxford is 
pasted on the page. Near it is the 
tag which was attached to a parcel 
sent by post. 

Next come two weeks at Oxford, with 
lovely pictures, flowers from famous

What the Coroner Has to Say 
About the Mystery and 
the Trunk. 


What has become of Arthur M. 
Richardson's money? 

Mr. Richardson died suddenly in a 
lodging-house at No. 119% East First 
street, on the 29th of June, and left in 
sight only $1.50, which has been turned 
over to the County Treasurer: Rich- 
ardson was a stranger in Los Angeles, 
and little was known about him, ex- 
cept that he was traveling for his 
health, and that he came from Salem, 
Or 


Now the Public Administrator has 
received a letter from his widow, a 
woman well long in years, who states 
that when her husband left the North 
a few days before his death, he had 
with him about $300. She further 
states that she is compelled to cook in 
a lumber camp for @ living, and that 
she is in urgent need of money. This 
is probably true, but the county offi- 
cialis are up a ludicrous stump. The 
Administrator has the trunk of the 
dead man, and has not been notified as 
to the whereabouts of the keys, sup- 
posediy in possession of the Coroner, 
but which have really been turned 
over to the County Treasurer's office. 
Undoubtedly there will have to be a 
change of administration before the 
trunk and keys get together, as the 
Coroner and Public Administrator have 
drifted apart. 

The Administrator has the letter and 
the locked trunk, which he is unwill- 
ing to force. 

The Coroner says he is through with 
the case, has done his duty, and now 
washes his hands of the whole matter. 

landiady is sore at the whole 
outfit. 

All this, however, does not solve the 
question of the lost coin. The Coroner 
says that when he came to the room 
occupied by Mr. Richardson he found 
everything open and unlocked, and the 
only valuables in sight were the few 
pieces of silver, an old watch, and two 


County Treasurer, together with the 
papers of the deceased. 

“According to the landlady's story the 
man had money at the time of his 
death, as 


given her a $5 piece to change only a 
few minutes before the sudden end 
came. Of this $5 she had returned all 
to him except 30 cents. What became 
of the balance? 

In detail the Coroner said yesterday: 


| “I was.called up by telephone on the 


night of June 29, and as I could not 
go myself 1 spent some little time 
trying to telephone my deputy. I do 
not remember whether or not I reached 
him, but at any rate, the body was 
taken to Garrett's undertaking estab- 
lishment, and I decided to hold no in- 
quest. That was on Sunday, and on 
Tuesday I was able for the first time 
to visit his room. Here I found every- 
thing strewed about, and after gather- 
ing up the papers I closed and locked 
the trunk, and what afterward be- 
came of it was no affair of mine. I do 
not think there was anything of eape- 
cial value in the trunk. An autopsy 
was held, and it was found that the 
deceased had come to his death from 
fatty degeneration of the heart. That 
finished my connection with the case, 
and further I know nothing or have 
had nothing to do with it. On the 30th 
of July I turned over to the Treasurer 
anal apg as I had, including two 
ys. 

It seems probable that Richardson 
fell among thieves just before his 
death, and that the trunk contains 
nothing of importance. But mean- 
while the mystery grows, and if the 
telephone between the Coroner and the 
Public Administrator were in working 
order much more light might be shed 
on the dark pages of the affair. 

Perhaps if Mr. Holland and Mr. Kel- 
logge could get together the trunk and 
the keys might get together. 

Maybe the trunk will not be opened 
till “after lection,“ or tin the millen- 
nium. 

Meantime Mrs. Richardson would 
like to be shown whether the trunk 
contains any money or valuables, and 
would like to know what became of 
that $300. 


SAN DIEGO COUNTY 
TINGLEY'S LATEST PLAN. 

SAN DIEGO, Aug. 11.—Katherin 
Tingley, the woman who bosses the 
Point Loma spookery, made a pecu- 
liar proposition here last night, which 
is expected to be turned down. In 
a harangue at the Isis, she offered a 
“personal subscription” of $5000, to be 
available as soon as the citizens of 
San Diego raise a fund of $10,000, for 
the purchase of one of the churches 
of the city, and its conversion into an 
educational institution, where music, 
the arts and sciences, and various 
branches, should be taught. 

The plan, so she said, is “to make a 
public institution of the church, where 
children might be taught to fulfill 
their natural destiny as saviors of 
hmanity.””

WOMEN SEEK | 


REGISTRATION. 


Forty-five on Warpath 
All Turned Down by 
One Man. 

Start of Aggressive Campaign 


to Exercise Franchise in 
Los Angeles. 


Fully forty-five women lined up be- 
fore Deputy County Clerk Spencer yes- 
terday afternoon at the City Hall, and 
collectively and individually claimed 
the right to register, that they migh 
exercise their farnchise at the coming 
elections. With women to right ot 
him, women to left of him and 
women in front of him, forty-five 
times did Mr. Spencer exercise his 
masculine prerogative, and, speaking ace 
cording to the authority vested in him 
by the State of California, patiently 
and courteously explain to them that, 
although they are undoubtedly subject 
as citizens to all the restraints and pen- 
alties of the law, they are not qualified 
as voters, and cannot have a voice in 
the selection of the lawmakers. The 
women gathered at 2 o'clock and pro- 
ceeded at once to business. Mrs. A. B. 
Grey acted as spokesman for the party, 
and, approaching the registrar's tabie, 
asked that they be allowed to register. 
Mr. Spencer replied that they could 
not, as they were not qualified as voters 
before the law. said Mrs. Gray later. 
in an interview with a Times reporter: 

“Now, I know we are qualified voters. 
The law qualifies us, but the opinion 
ot men does not.” 

She then produced the Constitution of 
these United States, and proceeded to 
show Mr. Registrar where he was 


wrong. 

She read from the fourteenth amen! 
ment, under “Citizenship Defined,” (a) 
“all persons born or naturalised in the 
Umited States and subject to the zuris- 
diction thereof, are citizens of the 
United States and of the Stats wherein 
they reside.” (b) Protection of Citl- 
zens of United States from State Ac- 
tion. “No State shall make or enforce 
any law which shall abridge the privi- 
leges of immunities of eitisens of the 
United States.” 

Then turning to the preamble, of the 
State Constitution, after We, the peo- 


e of the State of California,” etc.. 
re. Gray read section 2, of 
the Declaration of Rights: “All politi- 
cal power is inherent in the people. 


Government is inetituted for the pro- 
tection, security and benefit of the 
people, and they have the right to alter 
or reform the same whenever the pub- 
lic good may require it.“ 

Article I, section 21, last clause of 
the section reads: Nor shall any citi- 
zen or class of citizens be granted im- 
munities, which upon the same terms 
shall not be granted to all citizens.” 
Article II. section 1, designates who 
may vote who may not, and when 
Mrs. Gray finished with that, asking 
“Are we not all over 21 years of age? 
“Are we Chinese? “Are we crim- 
mals?“ “Are we insane?’ 
not all respectable members of s0- 
ciety?” Mr. Registrar was limp as the 
traditional dishcloth, and fairly bub- 
bled over with apologies. He assured 
them that it wasn't his fault; that he 
did not do it, and that he would 
never do so again. He would be glad 
to meet them all at the primaries and 
the polls, but that really—the law— 
etc., etc., etc., and then he kindly but 
firmly bowed them out. 

But this was Mr. Spencer's day for 
trouble, and one by one the would-be 
voters returned and approaching the 
registrar's table, each offered her name 
as a voter, only to be told she was not 
qualified. “We are citizens, and claim 
to come under the term ‘people,’ un- 
less you classify the population 13 
people,“ women and children,“ sai 
Mrs. Gray later. 

“Women are not among the 
hibited classes, under the State law, 
and we claim the franchise as a right. 
The law directs that voters shall reg- 
ister ninety days before the State elec- 
tion, and we have endeavored to do so.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—Even the 
heat of summer does not stop Senator 
Elkins of West Virginia in his advo- 
cacy of the annexation of Cuba. His 
latest declaration is that annexation 
would not hurt the beet-sugar inter- 
ests of the country, and points to the 
fact that free trade between the Amer- 
ican States has never damaged busi- 
ness nor lowered wages. 

“Wherever our flag floats,” he says, 
“the price of labor advances. Under 
our immigration laws this would soon 
be the case in Cuba, and the price of 
labor in both countries would be the 
same for the same work. It: is 
claimed,” he continued, that annexa- 
tion would destroy the promising and 
growing beet-sugar industry of the 
United States. Not so, however. The 
price of products among the States of 
the Union always seeks an equilibrium. 
With proper protection in favor of 
the cane sugar of Cuba, which she will 
enjoy as a State, and the beet sugar 
of the United States, within fifteen 
years the United States will not only 
produce enough sugar for its own con- 
sumption, but largely compete with 
other countries in the markets of the 
world.”

Our people will soon see and f that 
these island possessions belonging to 
the United States are natural and logi- 
cal, and in the great part we afe to 
play in the affairs of the world we 
would not only not give them up, but 
wonder how, in the working out of our 
national destiny, we could get on with- 
out them. This splendid chain of isl- 
and ions, reaching half around 
the world, would not be complete with-

EX-GOVERNOR W. J. STONE AFTER 
SENATORIAL TOGA. 
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Missouri Steadily Drifting Toward 
Repub!icanism—Progressive Commer- 
cial Element Shaking Off Democracy. 
Kerois, Aken and Hitchcock Probable 
Candidates.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—The Sena- 
torial term of Hon. George G. Vest of 
Missouri will expire on March 2 next, 
and it is not impossible that a Repub- 
lican will be elected to succeed him. 
Mr. Vest himself, on account of fail- 
ing health and advancing years, will 
not again be a candidate for the Sen- 
ate; but even if he were to run it is 
doubtful whether he could again secure 
the election, because Missouri is 
steadily drifting toward Republicanism 
and Senator Vest represents the ex- 
treme of Democracy—the oldest of the 
old school. So, with Vest a candi- 
date, and with the Legislature of 
Missouri Democratic, the election of 
Vest would be doubtful. 

It Missouri elects a Democratic Leg- 
isiature this fall the successor of Sen- 
ator Vest in the Senate wiil de en- 
Gov. Wiliam Joel Stone, who is as 
near a Democratie boss in silssouri 
us any man can come to being 4 buss, 
bik years ago, when Senator vest was 
up lor election, the friends of Stone 
insisted that he be a candidate against 
Vest, and they probably could have 
deiivered the votes to elect him. But 
at that time—Stone was Governor of 
Missouri then—there were several 
reasons why he could not make the 
fight against Vest. The first one was, 
as he explained himself, he was a 
poor man, and wanted to practice 
law and make money. That was the 
principal reason that Gov. Stone gave 
for not running for the Senate against 
Vest six years ago. He was then, as 
he has been since, engaged in his fa- 
vorite occupation of making an outcry 
against the trusts, but upon the con- 
clusion of his term as Governor — 
became the attorney ot the Lis 
& Meyers Tobacco Company, an 1 
now worth something like $200,000, and 
perfectly willing to run for the Senate 
on an anti-trust platform. It may be 
noted that the man who got Gov. Stone 
his profitable employment with the to- 
baceo trust was Hon. Mose Wetmore 
of St. Louis, himself more or lesa of a 
trust emasher, 

Stone is all there Is to the Demo- 
eratic hope of electing a Democrat 
to succeed Vest as Senator from Miss- 
sourl. Champ Clark and David A. 
De Armond, one time tried to get into 
the fight, but Stone soon showed them 
that only one Democrat could be a can- 
Aidate for the Senate from Hissourt 
at one time, and they were both glad 
enough to withdraw and hang onto 
their seats in the House of Repre- 
sentatives as long as possible. Their 
enforced withdrawal left Stone in pos- 
session of the Democratic field, ex- 
cept as it was disputed by Gov. Dock- 
ery, who desires to come to the Sen- 
ate, and who has had a long experi- 
ence in the House. A bargain was 

made, however, by which Dockery 
withdrew with the understanding that 
Stone would support him as a candi- 
date for the Senate to success Senator 
Cockerill. 

Now then, in St. Louis Resins City, 
Sedalia, St. Joseph and other busy 
commercial cities in Missouri, there 


‘is growing up the commercial instinct 


in politics, and that commercial in- 
stnet is spreading to the entire State. 
There are a few mossback Democratic 
counties in the State, but they are 
thinning out, and the progressive ele- 
ment is coming into control of all 
men, the Democratic party in Mis- 
sour! included. This commercial, pro- 
gressive element does not like the at- 
titude of ex-Gov. Stone on the ques- 
tion of trusts and business. it does 
not like his dictatorship of the Demo- 
cratic party of Missouri, but it sees 
no clear way of shaking him off except 
by voting the Republican ticket.

NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—There were not

The occessitty for 
some arrangement. to harmonize perfectly the 
new order of things by reafon of the change 
in control of Loulsviille and Nashville and 
the pasting of the Chicago and Eastecn I- 
noise to the St. Louis aad San Francisco is 
generally recognized. Attention was divetied 
anew to the money market today, in view of 
the heavy inroads upon the surplus of the 
banks revealed by the Saturday bank state- 
ment. Many glowing reports were received 
in Wall street of the promise of the harvest, 
the large traffic moving on the rallroads, and 
the indications for an unusualiy large [ail 
trade in all branches. The present high leve) 
of prices for grain-carrying railroads is the 
result of former buying to discount these very 
conditions. It is certaim also that the more 
Active business is, the more demand there 
will be for the country’s circulation, thus 
drawing it from the bank reserves where it 
might serve as a basis for credits. Western 
banks, in commen with those of the Kast, 
are loaned close to their avaliable resources, 
and the demand for cash upon eastern banks 
ts expected to be rather more than usual 
at the orop-moving scafon. It ia observed 
also that foreign exchange bankers are 
hesitating to offer exchange bills againat fu- 
ture shipments of merchandise, owing to ths 
knowledge that a large mort interest al- 
ready exists in the exchange market on ac- 
count of the borrowings from abroad, which 
mature during the 1.
